Andneuertheleſle, her Maieſties 
that two of her Jultices, that is to ſay, of either Bench one, ſhall the firft day of this 
Terme. called Craſtino Trinitatis, accozdingto the auncient oꝛder of her Lawes, keepe the 
ſaid Craſtino Trinitatis, and ſo to keepe a continue the ſaid Courts in her ſaid two Benches at Peſtmin- 
ſter, vntill the firſt day ol the Y tas ofthe holy Trinitte next. to the intent that they may make an oꝛder foz 
the continuance of pꝛoceſſe depending in the laid Courts; And alſo award woꝛits and Recozds of 
Ni(i Prius, and ſuch other pꝛo ceſſe as may be fo2 the furtherance of Cauſes and ſuits depen 
them: At which Veas of the holy Crimtie Mꝛits of Adiournement ſhall be directed to the ſaid Juſtices, 
giuing them authozitte to adiourne the ſafd Vras, Quindecim, and Tres Semaynes of the ſaid Crinitie 
Terme.
